Council was also asked to vote on the Institute’s 1985 
Budget. 


Executive Committee 


The mid-year Executive Committee Meeting was 
held in Madison, Wisconsin, September 21-23, 1984, to 
consider the 1985 budget, using the “Projections” docu- 
ment as a guideline for program expenditures and other 
matters. The Executive Secretary’s office was given the 
task of updating the Institute’s By-laws to reflect the 
changes brought about by centralizing the offices. The 
revised By-laws will be voted on at the Annual Business 
Meeting. This office was also asked to revise and update 
the “Policies Manual,” also to reflect the changes brought 
about by centraiization. This document will be presented 
to the AIHP Council for approval. 


Membership 


Membership renewal letters and invoices were 
sent to all membership categories as of November 19, 
1984. Invoices showing the members’ current level of 
membership were provided with a postscript indicating 
higher membership categories available. Several 
members chose to become contributing members. As of 
December 31, 1984, our records indicated 988 paid 


members, representing a 16% increase over 1983. 
However, the dollar amount increased 23%. 


Student Recognition Program 


Each college of pharmacy in the U.S.A. was 
invited to name a student recipient of the Institute’s Stu- 
dent Recognition Certificate for meritorious achieve- 
ment in the history of pharmacy. As of January 31, 1985, 
seven awards were granted in the 1984-85 year, for a 
grand total of 352 awards since the program was 
initiated in 1968. 


Conclusion 


Gratitude is expressed for the assistance and 
cooperation of the Chairman of the Council, the Director 
and his staff, the President and Vice President, the 
Treasurer, the Committee Chairpersons, and the 
membership at large. The gratitude of the Institute has 
been earned by Rutgers University and Dean John L.
